It was a poorly kept secret but yes¬ 
terday it became official — Kevin 
Cheveldayoff is leaving the Chica¬ 
go Blaclchawlcs to become gener¬ 
al manager of Winnipeg’s as yet 
unnamed NHL team.

Cheveldayoff worked his way 
up in the Chicago organization to 
the position of assistant general 
manager and thanked his former 
bosses for letting him take the 
next step. 

True North Entertainment and 
Sports, which bought the former 
Atlanta Thrashers and is moving 
the team to Winnipeg, announced 


on the weekend that it would not 
be keeping Rick Dudley as GM. But 
even before that, Cheveldayoff s 
name was being kicked around in 
the local media. 

The team still hasn’t been 
named. That is expected to hap¬ 
pen before the June 21 NHL board 
of governors meeting where the 
sale will formally be approved.

A 78-year-old man will 
spend the next four months 
behind bars for possessing a 
collection of child pornog¬ 
raphy a judge describes as 
“vile, repulsive and extraor¬ 
dinarily disturbing.” 

Fred Skelton finally 
faced the music in court 
yesterday after pleading 
guilty to a single count of 
possession of child pornog¬ 
raphy nearly three years 
ago. 

Court heard the former 
broadcaster and resident of 
Roseisle collected the pic¬ 
tures between 1998-2005 
but wasn’t arrested until 
late 2006 after he took com¬ 
puter equipment to a serv¬ 
ice shop and the pictures 
were discovered. 

Judge Sid Lerner had the 
option of imposing a condi¬ 
tional sentence on Skelton 
— meaning he could have 
avoided real jail — but de¬ 
cided not to, saying he 
needed to send a message 
to the public that child 
pornography won’t be con¬ 
doned. 

Lerner made the deci¬ 


sion to lock Skelton up de¬ 
spite the fact the man suf¬ 
fers from severe arthritis 
and glaucoma. His lawyer, 
Chad Schaan, asked Lerner 
to keep the frail-looking 
man from the jailhouse be¬ 
cause of his health. 

“A sentence of real jail 
for Mr. Skelton would be 
more than harsh (than for) 
somebody half his age,” 
Schaan argued. 

Skelton initially excused 
his actions by saying he was 
collecting the images for 
the purpose of reporting 
child pornography to an In¬ 
ternet tip line. 

Lerner ultimately reject¬ 
ed Skelton’s justification 
and found the images were 
for his own use. 

After he’s released, he’ll 
spend three years on proba¬ 
tion with conditions he not 
be alone with anyone under 
18 nor access the Internet 
except for use in his paint¬ 
ing and sculpture business. 

The scruffy-looking Skel¬ 
ton, who seemed restless 
and distressed throughout 
the hearing, showed no 
emotion as sheriffs led him 
by the arm out of court and 
to jail.

The province announced 
six new partnerships yes¬ 
terday that are designed to 
make the recycling of haz¬ 
ardous waste easier than 
ever. 

Conservation Minister 
Bill Blailcie said the new 
programs call on the pro¬ 
ducers generating the 
product to help collect the 
item when it reaches the 


end of its life. 

“This approach puts re¬ 
sponsibility for end-of-life 
product management on 
producers and distributors 
and encourages product 
design that minimizes en¬ 
vironmental impact,” 
Blailcie said. 

He said the government 
has heard from Manito¬ 
bans and learned that peo¬ 
ple want easier and greater 
means of disposing haz¬ 
ardous waste. 

“These programs build 


on the success of the 
provincial household-haz¬ 
ardous-waste depots, 
adding more convenient 
locations and better hours 
and accessibility,” he said. 

All of the programs have 
a “return to retail” compo¬ 
nent, he said, meaning 
that hazardous waste is re¬ 
turned to a retail location 
to be disposed of properly.

Ontario man has E. coli

O No cause for deadly outbreak in 
Europe has been found 


Inconclusive tests 



Officials confirmed yester¬ 
day that an Ontario man 
who consumed local pro¬ 
duce in Germany earlier 
this spring has Canada’s 
first case of E. coli linked 
to the deadly outbreak in 
Europe. 

The Ontario Ministry of 
Health and Long-Term 
Care said laboratory tests 
verified that the man, 
from Peel Region west of 
Toronto, has the E. coli 
0104 strain. The bug has 
killed at least 26 people in 
Europe and sickened more 
than 2,700. 

Ministry spokesman An¬ 
drew Morrison said no oth¬ 
er cases linked to the 
European outbreak have 
been identified in Canada. 

The man, who returned 
to Canada at the end of 
May, is out of hospital and 
continues to recover. 


► Cucumbers were back on 
the radar of German health 
authorities yesterday as the 
possible cause of the E. coli 
outbreak in Europe. 

► Two weeks ago, investiga¬ 
tors blamed cucumbers 
from Spain for the deadly 
outbreak and then later 
ruled them out. 

► Then, sprouts from north¬ 
ern Germany were suspect¬ 
ed, but none tested were 
contaminated with the bac¬ 
teria strain. 

► Now, suspicions have fallen 

on a cucumber of an 
unknown country of origin 
that sickened a family in 
eastern Germany. 

No cause for the out¬ 
break has been found, 
though victims have re¬ 


ported eating local pro¬ 
duce. 

More tests came back 
negative yesterday on 
sprout samples from an or¬ 
ganic farm in northern 
Germany. 


But the facility is still 
considered a possible 
source of the illness since 
more than 50 infected peo¬ 
ple have been tracked to 
that farm.

O Global test combats shortage of Internet addresses O Facebook and 
Google expected that the majority of their users would not be affected 


If Google or Facebook 
seemed to load a little 
slower than normal for 
you yesterday, it probably 
wasn’t your imagination. 

Yesterday was World 
IPv6 Day, a global test of a 
new standard designed to 
thwart the looming short¬ 
age of Internet addresses. 

The previous standard, 
IPv4, made room for 4.3 
billion addresses — not 


the www-type, but numer¬ 
ical identifiers that enable 
devices to communicate 
with one another online. 

Billions of addresses 
seemed like more than 
enough when the system 
was implemented in the 
1980s. But experts say 
those addresses could run 
out sometime this year 
and have been pushing 
the world to adopt the 


new system. 

The new IPv6 standard 
can handle 340 undecil- 
lion addresses, or 
340,282,366,920,938,463, 
374,607,431,768,211,456, 
to be exact.

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Canadian roaming 
fees high: Report 


A new OECD report sug¬ 
gests Canadians are paying 
some of the highest prices 
in the world for roaming 
data usage. 

Pricing for 68 operators 
worldwide was compared, 
and, in one case, Canadians 
faced the priciest roaming 
charges. 

When estimating the 
cost of one megabyte of da¬ 
ta in one downloading ses¬ 
sion, Canadians faced an 
average price of $24.11, the 
highest of all the OECD 
countries. 

The next costliest rates 
were $21.61 for Americans 
and $19.44 for Mexicans. 
The cheapest price was 


$4.08 per megabyte for 
Greek consumers, while the 
average price was $13.24. 

In another test, compar¬ 
ing the price to consume 
one megabyte of data over 
five different days, Canada 
ranked fifth most expen¬ 
sive. However, in a test of 
pricing for using five 
megabytes of data over five 
days Canada was not 
among the most expensive. 

The report notes there is 
a strong case to be made for 
consumers to be protected 
against unintentional data 
usage. It also suggests more 
competition could help re¬ 
duce pricing.

The relationship some fick¬ 
le Canadians have had with 
their e-readers may be wan¬ 
ing — a short, passionate af¬ 
fair that came to an end 
when their eye was caught 
by something younger, sexi¬ 
er and more flexible. 

Bob Levesque, of Missis¬ 
sauga, Ont., remembers 
longing for an Amazon Kin¬ 
dle when it was forbidden 
fruit, only available in the 
United States, and jumping 
in with both feet when the 
device started being sold 
north of the border in 2009. 

Now, his Kindle is col¬ 
lecting dust, spurned in 
favour of a seductive tablet 
computer that can handle 
e-books from a wider array 
of sources. 


“I also do a lot of 
different things 
with the iPad. So I 
may not be (only) 
reading at one 
sitting. I may be 
doing three 
different things.”

“I can get books and 
magazines from anywhere I 
want. I’m not limited to 
Amazon, so I search around 
now for the best price on 
books,” Levesque says. 

It appears Levesque is 
not alone. A recent report 
from The NPD Group sug¬ 


gests six per cent of Canadi¬ 
ans have purchased a tablet 
in the brief time they have 
been available here. That’s 
the same percentage of peo¬ 
ple who own an e-reader. 


Two-thirds of respon¬ 
dents in the survey said 
their tablet was bought to 
replace another device. 

Half of tablet owners 
who responded to the sur¬ 


vey said they were using 
their devices between two 
and six hours a day, while 
38 per cent of e-reader own¬ 
ers reported using them a 
few hours per week or less. 

Yet the e-reader is far 
from dead. The NPD study 
also suggests e-reader sales 
will continue to rise global¬ 
ly, even though they are ex¬ 
pected to be eclipsed by 
tablets. 

E-readers continue to be 
popular thanks in large part 
to their much lower cost, 
the study suggests. It’s easi¬ 
er to plunk down $160 to 
give your son or daughter 
an e-reader for their birth¬ 
day than to shell out $650 
for a tablet.

WASHINGTON. A solar flare 
erupted from the sun in 
an impressive display 
captured by NASA cam¬ 
eras, but scientists say 
the medium-sized event 
will have a minimal im¬ 
pact, if any, on Earth. 

The flare peaked early 
Tuesday and created a 
large cloud that 
appeared to cover almost 
half the surface of the 
sun, NASA said. A cloud 
of charged particles 
erupted from the sun’s 
outer atmosphere and 
was expected to pass by 
Earth late yesterday or 
early today, causing a mi¬ 
nor disruption to Earth’s 
magnetic field, according 
to the U.S. National 
Weather Service’s Space 
Weather Prediction Cen¬ 
ter 

“This wasn’t really 
such a big event,” said 
Michael Hesse, chief of 
the space weather labo¬ 
ratory at NASA’s 
Goddard Space Flight 
Center, “ft was spectacu¬ 
lar to watch, but not big 
in terms of hazards to 
the Earth.” 

Scientists have been 
expecting an increase in 
solar activity because the 
sun is moving into a 
more volatile period of 
an 11-year cycle in which 
its magnetic field revers¬ 
es its orientation.

More ‘garbage’ 
being added 
to Facebook 

Now on Facebook: Your garbage. 

Five households have signed up for 
a Newcastle University (in the north¬ 
east of England) program announced 
yesterday that puts photographs of 
every item placed in a garbage can on 
Facebook in a bid to raise conscious¬ 
ness about recycling efforts. 

ft uses a sensor and a camera 
phone to record the image each time 
the garbage can lid is shut. The 


person who does that is not 
photographed. 

Households that participate will 
be rated on how efficiently they recy¬ 
cle.

The feathers are not 
easy to come by in the first 
place. 

They come from roost¬ 
ers that are genetically 
bred and raised for their 
plumage. In most cases, 
the birds do not survive 
the plucking. 

At Whiting Farms Inc., 
in western Colorado, one 
of the world’s largest pro¬ 
ducers of fly tying feathers, 
the roosters live about a 
year while their saddle 
feathers — the ones on the 
bird’s backside and the 
most popular for hair ex¬ 
tensions — grow as long as 
possible. Then the animal 
is euthanized. 

As hair extensions, the 
feathers can be brushed, 
blow dried, straightened 
and curled once they are 
snapped into place. Most 
salons sell the feather 
strands for $5 to $10 a 
piece. The trend has be¬ 
come so popular a compa¬ 
ny online even sells 
feather extensions for

Karen Sealy can sympa¬ 
thize with cottage owners 
faced with the challenge 
of sprucing up their home 
away from home.

She made other 
changes to customize the 
cabin, from bringing in 
an integrated washer/dry¬ 
er to moving walls to bet¬ 
ter make use of the space. 

As host of the new 
HGTV series Summer 
Home, she’s bringing her 
insights and experience 
to help other cottage own¬ 
ers revamp their space to 
better suit their evolving 
needs. 

Regardless of whether 
it’s a cottage, condo or 
mansion, the rules of de¬ 
sign are the same — look¬ 
ing at why changes are 
being made and what 
needs fixing, Sealy said. 

Once people have 
planned what they want 
to do, Sealy said it’s just a 
matter of implementing 
the changes needed with¬ 
in the confines of their 
budgets.

For Michael Symon, great 
salads go far beyond a pile 
of greens. And they need 
to earn their keep. 

“For me, a great salad is 
much more than just 
greens.

O Rejuvenated Boston evens up 
Stanley Cup final at 2-2 


The Vancouver Canucks are 
heading home in search of 
answers after letting the 
Boston Bruins back in the 
Stanley Cup final. 

Tim Thomas was unbeat¬ 
able and Rich Peverley 
scored twice yesterday as 
the Bruins steamrolled Van¬ 
couver 4-0, making the 
NHL’s best regular-season 
team look ordinary for the 
second straight game and 
tying the series 2-2. 

Boston outscored the 
Canucks 12-1 in the two 
games at hostile TD Gar¬ 
den. Alain Vigneault re¬ 
moved starter Roberto 
Luongo after he surren¬ 
dered four goals on 20 
shots in Game 4 and will 
now face more questions 
about whether Luongo or 
backup Cory Schneider will 
start Game 5 at Rogers Are¬ 
na on Friday. 

It’s far from the only 
question hovering over the 
team. 

A once-potent power 
play has disappeared as 
Vancouver failed to convert 
on six more opportunities 
and now sits at just l-for-22 
in the series. Two of those 
situations came in the first 
period when the Canucks 
were unable to solve 
Thomas and grab early mo¬ 
mentum. 

The team’s star players 
have yet to make much of 
an impact in the series. 
Ryan Kesler, who generated 
Conn Smythe talk heading 
into the series, has just one 
assist in four games — 
which is one more than 
captain Henrik Sedin. 

The Bruins have been 
getting contributions 
throughout their lineup 
with goals from Michael 
Ryder and Brad Marchand 



to go with the pair scored 
by Peverley. 

Thomas has been the 
best player in black and yel¬ 
low, allowing just five goals 
on 146 shots in the series. 
He made another 38 saves 
in Game 4. 

With Canadian Prime 
Minister Stephen Harper 
watching from the stands, 
the Canucks were undone 
by a poor second period for 
the second straight game. 
Goals 2:18 apart by Ryder 
and Marchand just past the 
midway point of the game 
gave Boston a 3-0 lead and 
elicited derisive chants of 
“Luuuuuongo” from the en¬ 
ergized TD Garden crowd. 

The goaltender could 
have used more help from 
his teammates. 

Ryder’s goal at 11:11 
came on a long wrist shot 
that was only dangerous 
because defenceman Sami 
Salo was reaching and had 
it deflect off his stick. Marc¬ 
hand roofed a backhand 
shot at 13:29 after Keith 
Ballard was unable to con¬ 
trol the puck and Henrik 
Sedin left him open in 
front. 

During the series, Van¬ 
couver has been outscored 
8-0 in the middle period.

Riders show 
interest in 
exiled 
NCAA star 

The Saskatchewan 
Roughriders have thrown 
former Ohio State Buck¬ 
eye Terrelle Piyor a 
lifeline. 

A CFL source request¬ 
ing anonymity says the 
Riders have placed Pryor 
on their negotiation list 
— giving them exclusive 
negotiating rights to the 
star player. The source 
added Saskatchewan has 
also spoken to Pryor’s 
handler to gauge the star 
quarterback’s interest in 
playing in Canada. 

Brendan Taman, the 


Roughriders general man¬ 
ager, did not immediately 
return a telephone 
message yesterday. 

Earlier this week, Pryor 
announced he wasn’t re¬ 
turning to Ohio State. In 
the off-season, the NCAA 
suspended Pryor and four 
teammates for the first 
five games of the 2011 
campaign for accepting 
improper benefits. 

Pryor’s departure 
comes just over a week af¬ 
ter Jim Tressel stepped 
down as Buckeyes coach. 

Pryor’s announcement 
leaves the six-foot-six, 
233-pound quarterback 
with several options: 

Make himself available 
for the next NFL 
supplemental draft, 
which would commence 
once the lockout ends, 
sign with Saskatchewan 
or a team in the United 
Football League this year, 


or sit out the 2011 season, 
work with a quarterback 
coach and wait for the 
2012 NFL draft. 

Pryor’s lawyer, Larry 
James, has said entering 
the NFL supplemental 
draft is Pryor’s first 
choice. 

Yesterday, James 
wouldn’t divulge whether 
he’s spoken to the Riders. 
He’d only say Pryor is 
keeping all of his options 
open and playing football 
in Canada is one possibili¬ 
ty- 

“It is an option, 
absolutely,” James said via 
telephone from his 
Columbus office. 

Pryor enjoyed a stellar 
career at Ohio State, 
amassing a 31-4 record as 
a starter. He threw for 
6,177 yards and his 2,164 
yards rushing is a school 
record for quarterbacks. 
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Stampeders 
go high-tech 
on head hits 


The Calgary Stampeders 
are delving into the mys¬ 
tery of concussions with a 
high-tech helmet. 

The inner crown of the 
headgear is ringed by sen¬ 
sors that measure the 
number of hits to the head 
a player takes, what part 
of the head is contacted 
and the force of the 
impact. 

Stampeders medical di¬ 
rector Pat Clayton then 
takes the helmet to his of¬ 
fice and a scanner reads 
the data and computer 
softwear graphs a chart for 
him. 

“The number of hits 
these guys take in any giv¬ 
en game is very high,” 
Clayton said yesterday. 
“Offensive linemen aver¬ 
age out between 86 and 
92. That’s a lot of hits to 
the head. 

“Do they result in con¬ 
cussions? Not necessarily, 
but if they do we’ll be able 
to find out why, where, 
how much speed was 
involved in that and how 
much impact was 
involved.” 

This is the fourth 
season the Stamps have 
collected information 
from the IQ Hit helmet 
and they were the first 
team in the CFL to do so. 
Calgary has eight of them 
now and they cost about 
$1,000 each, compared to 
$300 for a standard 
helmet. Other teams in 
the CFL are now using the 
helmets, Clayton said. 

Clayton isn’t sure how 
the information may help 
concussion prevention yet, 
because he’s still 
gathering data. But it can 
help pinpoint the type of 
contact that causes 
concussions. 

“Is there a relationship 
between where that hit is 
and a concussion result? 
That’s what we’re looking 
for,” he said.
